He recommended that 
proper means be taken to provide 
sufficient special patrol to stop the 
smuggling over the Canadian border. 


Conditions at Border 

Mr. Canfield said it would appear 
that his report concerning increased 
liquor smuggling activities along the 
Canadian border was verified by the 
figures just issued by 
Officials.

German-built 
craft, have 3900 maximum horse- 
power, compared with 1850 for the 
Los Angeles, and have a gross lift of 
154 tons, compared to the 67 tons of 
the Los Angeles.

Only a 
few years elapsed after the first flight 
of a heavier-than-air-craft before the 


airplane became a recognized tool of | 


the advertiser in his efforts to catch 
and keep the public eye. The trans- 
ition to such use of the machine trav- 
eling Under its own power was an easy 
one, for the practice of sending kites 
aloft with lettered barners trailing 
below, fixing them so that the wind 
would carry the kites over the assem- 
blages of people whom it was desired 
to impress, had long been a common- 
place. 

The effectiveness of an advertise- 
ment may lie in the persuasiveness of 
its statement of the exceptional quali- 
ties of the article advertised, or in a 
simple presentation of the name of 
that article or of some slogan in 
novel a fashion that the words will 
be firmly impressed on the mind of the 
beholder. In selling a very high-grade 
and high-priced article attention is 
directed most closely in the first of 
these directions, but the second, the 
driving home of a name or a phruse 
by simple reiteration or by startling 
presentation. seems to be of greater 
service in building up a mass appeal 
when an enormous quantity of the 
advertised product has to be sold in 
very small units. Railread bonds 
cannot be marketed by the same pro- 
cedure as are cakes of soap. 

Where Most Effective 

Aerial advertising, that phrase 
is ordinarily understood, is most ef- 
fective in the second way.

The first sort of aerial adver- 
tising employed, the simplest, and sul 
the commortiest. consisted merely in the 
painting of a couple of words on the 
lewcr surface of an airplane’s wing 
The flizht of an airplane has hew, 
however, become so ordinary a spec- 
tacle that that method has lost much 
of its novelty value. Furthermore, it 
is explicitly contrary to law in those 
countries and states which provide for 
the registration of aircraft in accord- 
anee with the terms of the Interna- 
tional Air Navigation Convention, 
“here it is required that most of the 
area of the lower wings shall be cuv- 
ered with the registration symbol.

As an artist, he has caught the mag- 
nificence of winged creatures in the 
varied moments of flight and repose, 
as a poet, he has followed them to 
their haunts and discovered their 
sports and fancies. He soars with 
them to the sky, conscious at each 


instant of the attractive manner in 
which they arrange 
spreading their wings in lacy pat- 
terns against the firmament. And, 
then one finds oneself falling into a 
usual error, thinking in terms of his 
etchings, and only a portion of his 
paintings.

To discuss the problems of artistic 
creation ig rather a futile matter in 
Mr. Benson's estimation; mere talk, 
beclouded with abstraction = and 
meaningless vocabulary. It is only 
through work, hard and persistent, 
that a man can come to appreciate 
and estimate the tremendous, but 
fascinating problems that confront 
the artist. Art grows from the 
“impulse to decorate,” a natural de- 
sire that men have and develop. Its 
function is the continuous arrange- 
ment and rearrangement of forms, 
of tones, of colors, into harmonies. 
It is the building up of designs with 
all the materials that are at the 
artist's disposal. At no moment does 
Mr. Benson blame himself for the 
many exquisite pictures that have 
come from his brush, but rather 
attributes their success to his labors 
and study in which he devoted- him- 
self to the refinement and abstrac- 
tion of things as they appear in 
nature. None of the men in 
the professions who accomplished 
anything that was worth while. 
whether it was technical, legal, or 
education, came upon their knowl- 
edge of their subject spontaneously. 
It took study and research, 
and years of it. The painting pro- 
fession is no exception. The artist 
is not born with a great talent that 
spreads itself on 
prolonged effort

| PENING of the Secession exhi- 
: bition is always an event in 
| the Berlin art world. Two ex- 
hibitions are held annually in 
spring and in autumn. The group of 
‘artists who 25 years ago, with Max 
Liebermann at their\ head, broke 
away from the trammels of conven- 


tionalism. have continued to increase | 


in number and their earnest work 
has converted many former enemies 


into friends. 

Professor Liebermann has been for 
some years now head of the Academs 
of Art and his place among the Se- 
cessionists has been filled by Lovis 
Corinth. Leo von Koenig, Ernst 
Oppler, Eugen Spiro and Ernst 
Wenck form, with Professor Corinth, 
the committee of the present exhibi- 
tion, being augmented in the office 
of jury by Charlotte Berend and 
‘Franz Heckendorf.

N THE public schools of Blooming- 

ton they teach the regular things

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EDITORIALS 


Born in Spitalfields of the very humblest 
parents, apprenticed in early life as a cigar- 
-- maker, and supporting 
himself by the labor of 
his hands during the 
first third of his life, 
Samuel Gompers came, 
if not “to stand before 
kings,” at least to meet 
on equal terms men of 
the highest standing in 
industry, commerce, and politics. For many 
years a door in the office of the Civic Federa- 
tion, high up in the Metropolitan tower in 
New York City, bore in curious juxtaposition 
the two names, “August Belmont” and “Samuel 
Gompers.” The one stood as the most com- 
plete type of the capitalist, the other as the 
foremost Labor leader of his time. They co- 
operated in the work of harmonizing the social 
factors to which each belonged. By a strange 
coincidence the two laid’ down their earthly 
labors in the same week. 

In his day Mr. Gompers had seen a notable 
advance in the power, and a tremendous im- 
provement in the conditions, of labor. For 
both, he was largely responsible. If there be 
those, and indeed there are many, who look 
upon him with a certain aversion, as one re- 
sponsible for burdensome and irritating exac- 
tions of organized Labor, let them bear in mind 
that he stood determinedly and effectively 
against its alliance either with the Socialism 
of ten years ago or with the Bolshevism of 
today. Nor should his earnest support of the 
Government in the World War be forgotten. 

Samuel Gompers was essentially a conserva- 
tive force. To many social reformers he seemed 
to lack vision. He was a trade-unionist first, 
last and all the time. The wider outlook 
Which characterizes the statesman was de- 
nied him. He was a bitter foe of prohibition, 
looking upon it as class legislation, and blind 
to the benefits it conferred on the very class 
he served. His struggle, his program, back 
of which he held the forces of the Federation of 
Labor, was for the reduction of the hours of 
labor to an eight-hour day in all industries: a 
standard and adequate living wage; equal pay 
for men and women for equal work, and prohibi- 
tion of child labor. To attain these ends he had 
recourse only to the solidarity of Labor, having 
for his one weapon the strike or the threat of a 
strike. Throughout practically his whole life he 
opposed the employment of Labor as a political 
force. The indorsement of the La Follette plat- 
form and ticket in the last campaign was the 
first concession he ever made to thedemand that 
Labor as an organization should go into politics. 

There will be many views as to whether Mr. 
Gompers was a leader always wise, or as to 
whether the ultimate effect of his policy of 
universal organization of Labor accompanied 
by restriction of output, conferred upon those 
benefiting by it advantages commensurate 
with the injury it effected upon industry as a 
whole. That questi6n will always be debatable, 
but one thing to his credit in his career cannot 
be gainsaid by the most determiried opponents 
of organized Labor. He was always the friend 
of tolerant and friendly discussion between the 
opposing parties to a Labor quarrel, and to his 
very last day he stood an indomitable and im- 
passable barrier against the inroads upon 
American Labor of anarchistic, socialistic, or 
Bolshevistic importations from abroad.

be the first “‘by-election” of national impor- 
tance and will express, so to speak, the sober 
second thought of the voters. President Cool- 
idge, and the whole Republican ticket with 
him, carried the State by a large majority, but 
there have been times in the past when the 
people of Connecticut have preferred Demo- 
cratic candidates, and the coming special elec- 
tion turns on local and international, rather 
than national, issues. 

Locally, the unprecedented nomination of 
Lieutenant-Governor Hiram Bingham for United 
States Senator before he had yet. begun his.term 
as Governor, to which office he was elected last 
month, may be taken as another demonstration 
of the power of the political organization of 
which J. Henry Roraback is the executive man- 
ager. Mr. Roraback is one of those political 
characters who without holding public office 
themselves, without making public addresses, 
without submitting themselves personally to a 
verdict by the voters, yet dominate legislatures, 
procure nominations for’ public office, and, 
through their consequent claims on the office 
holders, dictate their actions as public represent- 
atives. 

Like Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tammany 
Hall in New York, Mr, Roraback seldom says 
anything for publication. His influence is felt 
and seen, rather than heard. 
for the Yale Daily News he consented, however, 
to discuss the nomination of Mr. Bingham, who 
was until recently a professor of history at 
Yale. ‘It must have been apparent to anyone 
who attended the convention,” he said, “that 
a large majority of the delegates were from 
the first in favor of Mr. Bingham.” 
view of the same event is that “nothing but the 
grip of the machine upon the existing and 
anxious-to-be recipients of its favors encom- 
passed Mr. Bingham’s nomination.”

The character of the Democratic nominee, 
Hamilton Holt, is such that it lifts the contest 
above this level of practical local politics. Mr. 
Holt is a publicist of distinction and a man of 
vision. His nomination gives the campaign an 
international significance, for whereas Mr. 
Brandegee was one of the most determined 
“isolationists” in the post-war era—and the re- 
fusal of the Roraback organization to allow the 
state Legislature last year to go on record as 
favoring even President Harding’s plan for an 
American entry into the World Court indicates 
where its present nominee will stand——Mr. Holt 
has courageously led in the fight for all forms of 
participation in endeavors to forestall another 
war, and in the present campaign he has pledged 
himself to support President Coolidge on the 
World Court issue.

There is, moreover, another aspect of this 
The commit*

its purely physical results, but for a mental, 
if one may speak of it as such, reason. It is 
to be encouraged in order that the social and 
economic systems of world polity may be 
thereby improved. In this statement cf 2im, 
therefore, there is outlined a changed general 
mental attitude both toward the recreation 
itself and toward its real purpose and possi- 
bilities of attainment. The recreation may be 


of value in and of itself, but that in a certain 


sense is aside from the question; rather, it is 
a means to an end;- and, as such, a mental 
stimulus is needed that its proper expression 
may be obtained. 

There is a lesson in this which is worth 
consideration. The tendency in the past has 
been to regard most activities almost solely 
from the standpoint of their physical aspects. 
There is dawning the day when they will be 
seen entirely as mental phenomena. To change 
them in the past, it has been thought neces- 
sary to attempt to bring force to bear upon 
their physical characteristics. But in the 
future the mental motives, impulses, and aims 
associated with them will be the main points 
of study. Then it will be found that the physical 
without the mental is as a cart without a 
horse and that at that last analysis matter is 
completely subservient to thought. 


Among American advocates of imposing high

To meet the objection that heavy 
tariff taxes on industrial materials put Ameri- 
can manufacturers at a disadvantage, in com- 
peting for the export trade, with countries hav- 
ing untaxed materials, the tariffs have con- 


: tained what is known as the “drawback provi- 
sion,” under which 99 per cent of the duty paid 


on imports is refunded when it is shown that 
they were used in the production of goods 
shipped to foreign countries.

protection against foreign competition, with 
the result that while many products are still 
on the free list, some that were formerly free 
are now taxed at various rates. Just how high 
the duty on these materials should be is one 


of the perplexing problems with which the 


United States Tariff Commission is now wrest- 
ling, with seemingly no outcome that will he 
satisfactory both to the American producers 


'and the manufacturers who object to paying 


high prices for their materials. 

An instance is found in the duty on vegetable 
oils, a product which is a raw material for the 
soap and other important industries. The 
farmers are asking for higher duties, and the 
manufacturers want the duty reduced. The 
contest has raised the question: What is a “raw 
material’? and it is a question to which it is 
exceedingly difficult to find a satisfactory an- 
swer. Through the whole industrial system 


one man’s finished product is the raw material 


for another. Silk fabrics, for example, are the 
highly finished product of the silk anills, but 
are the raw material for hat or umbrella manu- 
facturers. If the Tariff Commission is able to 
discover a clear line of demarcation that will 
guide the Congress in drafting future tariff 
laws, it will have attained a notable achieve- 
ment.

introduce an amendment to the Criminal Code 
which would open the way for the operation 
of wheels of fortune and other gambling devices. 
At present it is against the law to dispose of 
any goods or merchandise by any game of 
chance, or mixed chance and skill, in which the 
competitor pavS money. It is an indictable of- 
fense to gamble for goods or money at any 
Canadian agricultural fair. 

A strong expression of public opinion to main- 
tain the fun of the fair free from gambling has 
been placed before the Government at Ottawa. 
Representatives of the Social Service Council 
of Canada, of several of the churches, the wom- 
en's institutes of Ontario, and the United Farm- 
ers of Ontario presented the case against le- 
galized gambling. It is only since the present 
Government came into office that the law has 
been stiffened to close down wheels of fortune 
and other devices for the betting of money. 
Gambling games had a demoralizing effect on 
people attending the fairs. Especially in the 
smaller agricultural communities, where unsus- 
pecting vouths from the farms were stripped of 
the money they brought with them to spend on 
legitimate fun and amusement, the gambling 
devices were tending to destroy the fairs. It is 
doubtful whether the Government -will accede 
to the request of the Exhibitions Association for 
an amendment which would admit the business 
of betting at fairs. The vigorous protests of 
churches, organized agriculture, women’s insti- 
tutes and others would probably also have the 
support of many retafl merchants, who have 
reason to know to their sorrow something of 
the effect of allowing betting houses to operate 
on race tracks. 

The only exception in the Criminal Code at 
the present time, where the business of betting 
is permitted, is at horse races. In Vancouver, 
Winnipeg, Toronto and other cities, where race 
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| tracks operate, the exemption of betting houses 


from the law against gambling has a detri- 
mental effect on. business and commercial in- 
terests. On economic as well as on moral 
grounds, the Government has been urged to 
apply the Criminal Code to betting at horse 
races as it is applied to the business of betting 
everywhere else. Sometimes it mav seem that

If every ten-cent piece that has been dropped 
had fulfilled as worthy a sphere of usefulness as 
the one which accidentally got away from Presi- 
dent Coolidge some time since, losing small 
change would become a popular pastime. Any- 
how, the “friend” who returned recently a dime 
to him, with the explanation that one that the 
President had dropped helped him out at a time 
of need, and “I have plenty of dimes now,” 
should have learned a worth-while lesson from 
the experience. It was Benjamin Franklin who 
once lent a friend $10 with the proviso that he 
would repay it bv lending a similar amount to 
some other individual on similar conditions, 
thinking thereby to do ‘a deal of good with a 
little money.” And one may hope that the bene- 
ficiary of the President’s dime, having been thus 
providentially provided for when in actual want, 
will use some of his present abundance to re- 
member others situated as he was then. 

Every proposal for the inauguration of an air 
mail service is welcome, if for no other reason 
than because it turns thought away from the 
use of airplanes for war purposes.

The World’s Great Capitals: The Week in Rome 


Rome, Dec. 14 

Foreign Minister, Dr. Nintchitch, who 
spent a few days in Rome last week, left yesterday for 
Paris During his stay here he had several interviews 
with Benito Mussolini and the high officials of the For- 
eign Office on the relations of Italy and Jugoslavia, par- 
ticularly on the remaining unsettled problems now form- 
ing the object of the Venice conference and the situation 
in Albania | 

A definite settlement of the Fiume hinterland has not 
vet been concluded, although some progress has been 
made as a result of these conversations. The difficulties 
that must still be overcome remain undoubtedly of a very

delicate character, but there is much good will to settle | 


them in a friendly spirit. As regards Albania, both Signor 
Mussolini and Dr. Nintchitch agreed on nonintervention 
in the domestic affairs of Albania, while at the same time 
both are ready to offer Albania all the help that is neces- 
sary to consolidate her position as a state 

Dealing with the situation in Russia, Dr. Nintchitch 
was very outspoken. He believed that the position of the 
Soviet {is weak. The Soviet officials still persist through 
the Third Internationale in fomenting rebellion in for- 
eign countries in the hope that this might help them to 
overcome their internal difficulties. All the Balkan states, 
including Bulgaria, concluded Mr. Nintchitch, are fully 
alive to this danger, and if necessary will act together 
to check it. 


The great number of visitors who are expected to come 
to Rome next vear means much to the Romans, especially 
the shopkeepers and art dealers. The problem for these 
latter is shop signs. It will be remembered how, over a 
year ago, the municipal authorities of Rome, with a view 
to increase the revenue of the town, devised a tax on 
signboards written in foreign languages. Contrary to 
expectations, the money raised by this tax was surpris- 
ingly small, as both great and humble shopkeepers pre- 
ferred to plaster their signboards with colored sheets of 
paper rather than pay the high tax. Apparently there is 
now a desire to abolish this tax and to return to the old 
custom.

The archxologist, Renato Bartoccini, who for the last 
four months has been actively directing the excavations 
at Leptis Magna, near the town of Homs in Tripoli, North 
Africa, has sent in a most satisfactory report regarding 
the latest finds. The ancient city was built during the 
reign of the Roman Emperor Septimius Severus, who was 
born there. and the recent discoveries show that it was 
a most flourishing and luxurious town.

The following is quoted from the manuscript of the 
address in question: 

If we, as a part of the great majority, define “safety” 
as “not getting hurt” we at once admit its very ancient 
origin and recognize the desire of its attainment as a direc- 
tive force tin every age and throughout all living conditions. 
Lt is the expression of the elemental instinct of self-preser- 
vation and as such is essentially selfish. The modern 
paraphrase is “Safety first’ and it is generally used to 
mean the safety of the individual first and everyone else 
second. That in itself is. I believe, one good and sufficient 
reason .for discarding the expression as rapidly as can be 
done The French equivalent, “Suave qui peut” ‘Ys only 
slightly less selfish! It happens, however, that the safety 
movement is not selfish but essentially altruistie and, as a 
matter of fact. “not getting hurt” is merely the result of 
what we today call “safety” and is not safet? itself. Safety 
is the existence of those mental and physical conditions 
which make the occurrence of accidents improbable.
